TEANSMISSION OF Ml'SICAL SOUNDS. 


Ho first described tho Telephone

iind an electro-magnet with a wire 
connecting belovr tho floor some- 
whore, with what place ho did not 
then know.

sounds of a piano, louder and inncu 
uioro distinct were issuing from the 
joxes. The question is: How was 
;his sound transmitted ? To answer 
:his it is necessary to go back to a 
'ew elementary principles.

jnow that sound is produced by 
mlses or waves transmitted through 
ho air and carried to the ear. 
The 


mpression is then carried to the 
brain. 
The pulses arc perfectly 


regular and are so rapid that we 
cnnnot perceive the strokes. 
We 


can illustrate this by a circular saw 
with regular teeth. If we touch a 
card-board to these teeth a musical 
note is produced, the 
pitch of 


which varies with the volocitj' of 
the taw. '\Ye are not able to dis- 
tinguish a note if the teeth tonch 
the card-board a,t the rate of leas 
than sixteen times a second. The 
pitch of a note depends on ths

The ordinary telegraph apparatus 


consists of a common electric battery 
with connecting wires completing a 
circle. 
Tlie connection is inter- 


rupted at one point, that is at the 
key; 
when the operator depresses it 


the connection is immediately opened 
and a series of electrical jets are 
thrown along tho wire; when he lets 
the key come back to its place the 
connection is closed. 
At the other 


end of the wire there is an electro- 
magnetic wire coiled arouutl an iron 
lylinder, and the moment the cur- 
rent stops tho magnet loses its 
power. Over this magnet is placed 
a piece of soft iron which is raised 
up and down as the electric shocks 
are passed over the wires, It is not 
,he taps themselves that are passed 
over tho wires, but the electric jets 
are so carried as to reproduce the 
taps at the other end. It is the same 
way with sound. In the Telephone, 
nstead of having this bar of iron, 
ihero is a bar of elastic steel, which 
"s so filed and arranged as to vibrate 
;wo hundred and fifty-sis times per 
second 
when nn electric shock 


:onches it. Theso two hundred and 
fifty-six vibrations represent the 
lote C. Now if we lift the key that 
jorresponds to this note, the arma- 
iiire-liko tuning-fork reproduces the 
vibrations, there are the same num- 
ber of taps or pulls at the other end, 
hen the corresponding bar will 
jatch the vibrations and thus the 
note is produced. This can be prac- 
ically illustrated in this way: Strike 
^ note on a violin or flute, the note

piano, then open the piano and listen

Thero are some kinds of Tele- 


)hones which have a vibrating body, 
,s a drumhead instead of the vibrat- 
ng rod. In the instruments with 
he rod the sounds produced are as 
i rule very feeble and something is 
eeded to strengthen them.

in some instruments 


erves the purpose, and others have 
a large trumpet at the delivering end 
vhich concentrates the sound. To 
•oroplete the instrument there must 
>e a collection of keys connecting 
with some wire, and each key vibrat- 
ng a definite note. As the keys are 
.ouched each key selects its co-vi- 
irating note; then it passes to the 
wires and is transmitted. At the 
eceiving end of the, wires are dif- 
erent magnets for each note, and 
he current of each of these mn t go 
o all the magnets, but must produce 
n effect only on its co-vibrating' 
magnet. It may seem strange that 
larmonies can be produced, but it
